derable  faving  in  the  pockets  of  the 
Weftern  people.  The  obtaining  the 
law  and  the  appropriation  for  this  road, 
for  the  three  fcllions  I have  had  the  ho- 
nour of  being  a Weftern  member,  has 
been  an  objcA.  of  m>  moft  earn  eft  at- 
tention ; it  met  with  llrong  oppolition 
from  Pennfylvania  on  the  one  hand,  and 
from  the  fouth  ot  this  on  the  other  ; it 
lias  happily  been  carried  through  this 
year,  principally  by  the  aid  of  the  nor- 
thern members. 


NEW-YORK,  May  8. 

Arrived  yefterday  morning,  the 
pilot  boat  Patriot,  captain  Ingra- 
ham, who  was  difpatched  on  Satur- 
day evening  Lift  in  purfuit  of  the 
veflels  which  had  been  captured 
within  our  jurifdidtion  and  lent  to 
Hallif-tx.
